The 2nd aorists require greater attention to their stems, since the only difference 
between them and the imperfect forms are the stems. Therefore, this list of verbs with 
2nd aorist forms may be helpful to consult at times. It is derived from a list provided by 
Mounce, and only includes 2nd aorists occurring 50 times or more in the GNT

another place in this document, the place where that particular Greek word is discussed.

This is a compound word consisting of the preposition £k ("from, out of") 

and the deponent verb epxouai ("to come, to go"). The kappa of the 

preposition becomes a xi, as it normally does before a 

vowel: £K + eAG = s^eAG. When the epsilon augment is joined to the simplex 

verb's stem, the epsilon of the stem lengthens into an 

eta: e + e^zKQ = z^hQ. Its flexion is like the flexion of h , A9ov shown above.

Compound word consisting of preposition Trpoc, ("to, towards") and 

deponent epxouai ("to come, to go"). Epsilon augment is joined to the 

simplex verb, the stem's epsilon lengthens into an 

eta: e + ttpooeAG = TrpoonAG. 

Its flexion is like the flexion of r)A9ov shown above.

•Means: "to go up, ascend, go aboard, rise, mount upwards, grow or spring up"

This is a compound word consisting of the preposition dvd ("up, step by step, back, 
again") and Paivw ("go, come, walk"). The root stem of Paivu) is (3a. But the present stem 
has an ivsuffix added to it, so the present stem is (3aiv. To form the indicative aorist, the 
epsilon augment joins to the stem of the simplex verb, and the final alpha of the 
preposition elides before the augment vowel: e + avapa = avepa. The 3rd person plural 
aorist uses the alternate ending, oav. The final alpha of the stem (avepa) contracts with 
the neutral morph in an "irregular" way, so that it becomes an eta: 
Singular: dvEPnv, dvEPnq, dv£Pn Plural: dvsPnuev, dv£Pr|T£, dvsPnoav 

KaTa(3aiva) 

•Means: "to come or go down, descend, lead down, fall, be let down" 

•Present Stem: KOTa(3aiv

This is a compound word consisting of the preposition Kcrrd ("down, down from, down 
upon, down into") and Pcuvco ("go, come, walk"). When the epsilon augment is applied 
to the stem of the simplex verb, the final alpha of the preposition elides before the 
vowel: £ + KaTaPa = KaTePa. Since the final alpha of the stem lengthens to an eta, and 
the alternate 3rd person plural ending of oav is used by this aorist, the flexion is like 
the flexion of dvapaivoo abov e.

When the epsilon augment is joined to the simplex verb, 
the kappa of the preposition becomes a xi, as it normally does before a 
vowel: £ + £kPqA = e^ePqA. Its flexion is like the flexion of £paAov shown above.

This is a compound word consisting of the preposition dcuo ("away from") 
and SvpoKw ("to die"). Often the iota subscript is left out and it is 
spelled 6m-o9vrjaKw. The root stem isorroGav, but the present stem drops the 
alpha in the simplex verb, moves it behind the nu, lengthens it to an eta, and 
adds the suffix iok. Then the eta of the stem and the iota contract, so the iota 
goes subscript: orroGav = cm-oGvn + iok = aTTO0vr|OK. The aorist stem is the 
root stem. But when the epsilon augment is added to the simplex verb's stem, 
the final omicron of the preposition drops off: £ + crrroGav = cmxGav.

The root stem is £up but the present stem has the durative suffix iok joined to 
it, and the aorist stem returns to the root. Notice here that the epsilon augment 
simply drops off the long £:udiphthong.

•Means: "to seize, have, possess, have ready, have the power, be able, be 
affected by, subjected to, feel gratitude, be thankful, hold, esteem, regard,

The root stem of this word is actually oex. To form the present stem, the initial 
sigma drops off. The aorist returns to the root stem, but the augment causes a 
change. In the imperfect tense, when the augment is joined, the normal rules 
apply; the intervocalic sigma drops off and the two epsilons contract to form 
the diphthong ei, as they usually do: £ + oex = £0"£x = ££x= £iX- However, this 
does not happen when the augment is added to the stem to produce the aorist 
forms, perhaps to differentiate the aorist forms more clearly from the imperfect 
forms. When the augment is added to the stem to create an aorist form, the 
epsilon of the stem drops out instead: £ + 0£x = £0£x = £OX- So the flexion is: 
Singular: soxov, eox£c;, £ox£ 
Plural: eoxouev, eox£T£, eoxov

•Means: "to drink, drink in, imbibe"

The liquid nu is added to the root stem of tti to form the present stem of ttiv. 
The aorist returns to the root stem. So the flexion is: 
Singular: ettiov, £tti££, ettie

TTLTTTCU 

•Means: "to fall, fall prostrate, fall down, fall down dead, fall in ruins, come or 
fall into something by chance, fail, come to ruin, fall into sin, fall in judgment, 
fall upon, seize, fall under" 

•Present Stem: ttittt 

•2nd Aorist Active Form: etteoov 

•2nd Aorist Active Stem: tteo 

The root stem is actually pet. To form the present stem, a durative 
reduplication takes place (with the iota vowel instead of the epsilon). Then the 
epsilon drops out from the original stem: tti + ttet = ttittet = ttittt. The aorist 
stem is not the root stem either. For some reason the tau drops from the end of 
the root stem and is replaced by a sigma to form the aorist active 
stem: ttet = tteo. Since the 1st aorist punctiliar morph begins with a sigma 
(oa), it would be expected for the tau to elide before the sigma, if that morph 
was actually used, and if this was a 1st aorist. But the punctiliar morph is not 
used, and this is a 2nd aorist. So this is irregular. The flexion is: 
Singular: etteoov, etteoec;, etteoe 
Plural: etteoouev, etteoete, etteoov 

ypdcpw 

[Note: This is one of the Trickiest. There is NO 2 nd Aorist ACTIVE of ypdcpo); 
it is a 1 st Aorist with the " act " connector we want to see so badly, BUT the 
Aorist PASSIVE /is/ a 2 nd Aorist - so while the usual " ri " connector at the end 
can be a dead giveaway, in this case, it looks much like the imperfect active.]

List of 2nd Aorists which have NO Imperfect form in the New Testament 

These 2nd aorists should require less attention: because they have no imperfect 
counterpart to confuse them with you should always parse these as 2 nd Aorist. In 

other words, you won't have to "check" whether you are looking at an Imperfect or a 2 nd 
Aorist with the words below - it will always be 2 nd Aorist; so be aware of that and parse 
or translate all the below as 2 nd Aorist.

•Means: "to bring together, collect, gather (as in grains, fruits), collect an 
assembly (of people), convene, come together, meet, receive with kindness 
and hospitality, entertain"

This is a compound word consisting of the preposition auv ("with, together 
with") and ayu) ("to lead, bring"). 

When the epsilon augment is joined to the stem of the simplex verb, the 
contraction produces an eta: e + auvayay = auvnyay. Its flexion is like the 
flexion of n yayov shown above.

When the epsilon augment is joined 
to the simplex verb, the stem's epsilon lengthens into an 
eta: £ + £ia£A9 = EiapAS. Its flexion is like the flexion of r)A8ov shown above.

•Means: "to go away, depart, arrive at, follow, pervade (as a rumour), pass 
away, disappear" 

•Present Stem: ampx 

• NO Imperfect form appears in the New Testament. Parse as 2 nd Aorist. 

•2nd Aorist Active Form: om-fjAGov 
•2nd Aorist Active Stem: ccnxAG 

This is a compound word consisting of the preposition octto ("away from") and 
the deponent verb Epxouai ("to come, to go"). The final vowel of the 
preposition elides before the initial vowel of the simplex 
verb: cnro + epx = cnrepx, otto + eAG = cmxAG. Then the epsilon augment is 
joined to the initial epsilon on stem of the simplex verb, and the augment 
lengthens the epsilon on the stem to an eta: z + citteAG = cm-r|A9. Its flexion is 
like the flexion of h , A6ov shown above.

2) Main tricky Parsing #1 (of 2) 



Is it a Present Contract? 
or is it a Future Liquid? 

a. Load all the verbs-only for Chapters 16, 17, 18, 19, and especially 20 

To do this, select the "Chapter Vocabulary" AND select "Chapter Grammar Concepts" from these 
chapters. (This way it's loading specifically the verbs relevant to what we need [ie. Liquid futures, 
Present contracts...] ) 

#17 (Present Contract Verbs) and #20 (Liquid Future Verbs) are the essential chapters, since that's 
where the confusion will be. But loading all ordinary Presents and Futures with them should help 
our "vision" with these a lot. 

b. Drill away. Just start attacking the parsings and see what you get right and wrong, start making 
adjustments per below. 

Why did it load 300+ verbs? Because it's loading all of the various INFLECTIONS of these verbs so 
you can drill on them all. ...Perfect! 

c. "Why was that future, and why did I miss it? Why wasn't it Present?" 

Because you missed the "RMLN" letter that ended the stem, and it probably had a circumflex to help you: 

Liquid FUTURES will look like PRESENT CONTRACTS, 
but the stem always has the LAMBDA, RHO, MU or NU 

(call them "RoMuLaN" verbs or "MiNeRaL" verbs to remember the L/R/M/N stem ending) 

d. "Why was that present and not future? Why did I miss it?" 

Just the reverse of the above. It was a present CONTRACT, which does NOT have the L/R/M/N stem 
ending, (not a "RoMuLaN" verb; looks like a present but should still have the circumflex showing the 
vowel contraction - this does not mean it is a future at all.) 



3) Main Tricky Parsing #2 (of 2) 



IMPERFECT Indicative? 
or 2ND AORIST Indicative? 

Honestly, I think this is extremely hard to parse without being 100% on top of the roots and stems for 
Imperfect vs. Aorist for each verb. So what are we going to do since we're not? ; P 

a. Load ParseGreek chapter 21, 22, and 23 and drill just like above - Ch. #21 and #22 are the key 
chapters since we're really comparing SECOND Aorist with the Imperfect, but drill on them all. 
2nd Aorist doesn't have the "Sa" connector, so that's why they're easily confused. 

b. The ONLY difference between 2nd aorist and imperfect is the STEM change. NOTHING ELSE. 
So how in the world are we going to memorize all these stems for each verb? 

Here's the shorter route: 

We're just going to brute force it. 

Use the 15 main forms included in this handout, and compare the 2 nd Aorist forms to the Imperfect forms. 
At the bottom there are four additional forms which /have no imperfect form/ appearing in the New 
Testament. Be sure to look at those, but 3 of the 4 actually are just compound verbs from the 15 main 
forms above - so you should be equally familiar since the rules are the same. 

Just look at this list of ALL New Testament 2 nd Aorists and when you see these ones you can know there is 
a good chance it's second aorist, and study these stems by themselves. The only way you can get tripped 
up is if these ones ALSO have an imperfect form in the textbook; just study the stem differences in the list 
below; all the stems are included. 

This will be MUCH faster than trying to hunt down the stem of every verb individually - just focus on the 
24 second aorists and distinguishing their stem from the imperfect forms (which us the present stem) for 
each of these 24.

If this post sounds like a lot of work, it's actually not. Should be way faster than any other method I can 
imagine; and a few 15-min parsing and study sessions as above should save you a handfuls of points 
tomorrow. Just remember, if you're going to miss it on your parsing, you'll miss it on your translation too!
